NEW “SCRAP OF PAPER” 


Not for many years has China, known 
exactly how she stood with regard to 
Mongolian, and it is doubtful if the Mon- 
golians themselves are: any wiser, Alter 
swinging first one yay and then the 
other, it is now reported by the Riga 
correspondent of the Times, that that | 
part of Mongolia adjoining Soviet ter- | 
ritory has become an .integral part of, 
the Soviet Union: The statement in. 
denied by the Soviet representative in 
‘London, but there is little doubt‘ as to 
the way the wind is blowing, as an 
examination Mongolia’s .chequered 
politicnl career will show. One need 
not go further buck than 1011, the year 
of the’ Chinese revolution. Mongolia 
then. broke’free from: her yassalages and 
declared ‘her independence. . In the fal- 
lowing year Russia signed’ an agreement 
pledging assistance in the waintenance 
of the new condition. Though: deeply 
incensed, China was too severely handi- 
capped at the time to do more. than 
sijently accept ‘the situation, but in 1915. 
at the expense of admitting Mongolian 
autonomy, she obtained recognition of | 
her suzerainty. This was ‘ratified twa 
years later by the Kiachta agreement, 
according .to which Mongolia, © an 
was a vassal Stare 
of China: under the virtual, protection 


of Russia. The Russian revolution 
then gave China the opportunity ashe 
sought, and, after fighting, she re-estib> 
lished her authority, and in. true 
Oriental’ style extorted a petition from 
the Mongols for the cancellation of their 
autonomy. The Soviet Army sub 
sequently intervened, and Mongolia once 
more broke loose by proclaiming tha 
“ People’s. Revolutionary Government” 
in Transbaikulia’ Again,. after ‘muc! 

Mongel Gov- 
ernment was proclaiched under the 
“Living Buddha,” with Baron Ungern’ 
assupremé military adviser, In Juné, 
“1921, Baron Ungern was defeated by the 
Soviet forces at Kiachta,. and became 
a fugitive. in November, 1921, a treaty 
was entered into by the Soviet Govern- 
ment and Mongolia for mutual recogai- 
tion, ‘and this was Suceeeded by the 
Russo-Chinese treaty of last year— now 
relegated, it the Times js correct, : to’ the 
world’s heap of. “scraps of paper.” .
